CURIOUS PICTURE SUIT. 

A curious picture case was fought 
out in the Supreme Court last week, 
when Mr. Fleming Tuckerman was, 
after a jury trial of two days, awarded 
the portrait of Benjamin Franklin at- 
tributed to Benjamin West, and which 
he claimed to have loaned the Calumet 
Club in 1883. Although it is under- 
stood that the Calumet Club as an or- 
ganization did not favor the contesting 
of Mr. Tuckerman’s claim, especially 
as he held the receipt for the canvas 
signed by a former president of the 
club, the late James Brown Lord, some 
nine years ago, the claim was contest- 
ed in the name of the club, and con- 
siderable feeling and bitterness was 
shown in the testimony of the wit- 
nesses on either side. No officer of the 
club appeared in the court room, and 
the jury after five minutes rendered 
a verdict that the club should either re- 
turn the portrait to Mr. Tuckerman or 
pay him the sum of $2,240 on a valua- 
tion of $2,000 and interest. There were 
some amusing incidents during the 
trial. The chief witnesses for Mr. 
Tuckerman were Carroll Beckwith and 
the editor of this journal, both of 
whom testified that the portrait was 
one of merit and might safely be at- 
tributed to Benjamin -West. Mr. 
Townsend was compelled by counsel 
for the plaintiff to deliver a lecture to 
the jury, and the crowded court room 
with the portrait before him, as to 
how experts arrived at conclusions re- 
garding the validity of pictures. The 
lesson of the case was that owners of 
cherished family art treasures who 
loan them to clubs or public institu- 
tions should be careful to have proper 
receipts and to have these renewed 
from time to time, as with changing 
boards of administration and through 
a course of years the original terms of 
a loan or gift are often forgotten.

Sir Purdon Clarke to the “Evening Post,” 
Which you reproduced in your last issue, 
the most remarkable artistic creed that ever 
emanated from a museum director.

This is largely owing to the 
purely commerical spirit dominant in 
the clique of Royal Academicians, who 
are at the moment being severely 
scored in the Times correspondence 
for abusing their position in connection 
with the annual winter exhibition of 
the Royal Academy. This exhibition, 
as distinguished from the summer ex- 
hibition, always consists of old pict- 
ures. It is regarded as the most inter- 
esting show of the year. 

Recently an Australian millionaire 
named McCullough died, leaving a 
large collection of pictures chiefly by 
living Academicians. McCullough 
seems to have bought the most popular 
picture at each summer exhibition a: 
the Royal Academy for many years. 
The admiration of the crowd was his 
sole criterion of excellence. His col- 
lection is to be auctioned shortly and 
the academicians, violating all 
ditions, have constituted his collectioa 
into the winter exhibition.

PARIS LETTER. 


Paris, Jan. 6, 1909. 

Since the disappearance of the Sedel- 
meyer gallery, true connoisseurs in 
search of art sensations such as can 
only be found in the society of old 
masters, should visit M. Kleinberger’s 
collection. To his already extensive 
premises, Mr. Kleinberger has added 
more rooms in which there are some 
remarkable pictures secured by him, 
of late. 

There are two remarkable examples 
of Van Dyck, one the portrait of Poli- 
xena Espinola, from the Steingracht 
collection and the other, a portrait of 
Count of Sarty from the well known 
gallery at Castle Moyland, in Germany. 

Next to these pictures hangs a small 
Rembrandt extraordinary in expression 
and coloring, and a Biblical scene: Ba- 
laam’s ass. It is the first known work 
of the great master who was about 23, 
when he painted it, and then a group of 
three Teniers attracts attention.
